FBI Denies Swainson Kin 


COLDWATER, Mich.. (AP) 


— A special prosecutor who 
claimed he had found missing 
files containing charges against 
a nephew of Michigan Supreme 
Court Justice John Swainson is 
mistaken, Michigan's top FBI 
agent said Thursday. 


Neil Welch, agent-in-charge of 


the FBI's Detroit office, denied 
Thursday the material bad been 
found. 


The report came from Eric 


Goodwin, a Coldwater attorney 
serving as a special Branch 
County prosecutor probing the 
missing material. Goodwin told 
reporters the FBI had held the 


records, but that he had current 


"We straightened him out," . 


an FBI 
spokesman 
said, 


explaining some papers involv- 
ing Swainson had been held by 
the FBI and were returned. But, 
the spokesman 
said, 
the 


material was not that sought by 
Goodwin. 
- In his earlier report, Goodwin 
said police at Union City gave 
the files to the FBI, and that he 
had them back. 


Meanwhile, County Sheriff 


Keith Wilhelm said.he had 
never been notified the files 
concerning Kenneth Wilson, 22, 


of Fort Myers, Fla., were miss- 
ing from the office of Prosecu- 
tor X Richard Colbeck. 


Colbeck reported last Thurs- 


day the files and a personal let- 
ter from Swainson, Wilson's 
uncle, were missing when 
agents from a federal Organized 
Crime Strike Force asked to see 
them. 


Since a county commission 


investigation of the prosecutor 
is under way, Colbeck asked a 
special prosecutor be appointed 
to probe the mystery. 


Christine Freese, Colbeck's 


secretary, said she gave some 
records to Union City Police 


Chief Ted Blue after the Wilson 
case concluded last August. 


Blue, she said, told her 


• federal authorities wanted the 
records because they were con- 


• sidering filing federal weapon 
charges against Wilson, an ac- 
tion subsequently taken. 


Swainson 
has 
admitted 


calling Colbeck about 
his 


nephew's case. At the time, 
Colbeck was under investigation 
by a State Bar grievance panel 
for failing to file income tax re- 
turns. Eventually, Colbeck drew 
a 20-day suspension on the 
charge". He never, appealed the 
discipline to the Supreme Court 


as be might hare. 


Swainson insisted he merely 


checked on Wilson as a relative 
rather than in an 
official 


capacity. Wilson and two others 
were arrested by Union City 
police on charges of possessing 
burglar tools and carrying con- 
cealed weapons. 


Last week, Swainson sus- 


pended himself from court ac- 
tivities after refusing to discuss 
an unrelated bribery accusation 
before a federal grand jury. . 


Charges in Branch County 


eventually 
were 
dismissed 


against Wilson and the others. 


But police said later they 


found a sawed-off 12-gauge 
shotgun with Wilson, who has 
since been charged with pos- 
sessing 
an 
unregistered 


weapon. That charge brought 
Wilson to federal court Thurs- 
day in Grand Rapids 
for 


arraignment. 
The 
charge 


carries a maximum penalty of 
10 years in prison and a $10,000 
fine. 


Wilson stood mute at his 


arraignment. No date was set 
for further proceedings. 


Clad in blue jeans and a 


jacket of the same material, 


Wilson told the court he came to 
Grand Rapids while on leave 
from the Coast Guard. He said 
he would need help from the 
Red Cross to return to his ship. 
Only a councilor from a local 
center for ex-convicts accom- 
panied him to court.

"the bulwark of our security" 
and echoed Wilson in saying 
that the French never doubted 
America's loyalty to its pledges. 


West German Chancellor Hel- 


mut 
Schmidt 
said, "The 


President of the United States 
yesterday 
pointed 
out 
the 


• problems of the alliance in an 


important contribution." 


He said he took satisfaction in 


the President's statement that 
the United States would not 
unilaterally reduce its 300,000 
troops in Western Europe. 


"You may be assured, that in 


these times when the United 
States carries the especially 
heavy burden of world wide 
responsibility, we too stand at 
your side: you can rely just as 
much on us," Schmidt told 
Ford.

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Car Design Looks To 80s 


DETROIT (AP) - A Buffalo, 


N.Y., 
research 
firm 
has 


completed a preliminary design 
for a small but roomy safety 
vehicle it says may be the 
forerunner 
of 
the 
typical 


American family car of the 
1960s. 


The 
Calspan Corp. car, 


slightly larger than current 
American 
subcompacts, 
is 


based on a model Chrysler 
Corp. plans to introduce in 
Europe this fall and may be a 
prototype 
of a small 
car 


Chrysler plans to introduce in 
the U.S. in the late 1970s. 


The safety vehicle will weigh 


about 2,700 pounds, seat five 
adults, and get about 20 to 30 
miles per gallon of gasoline. It 
will have front-wheel drive, a 
front-mounted four-cylinder en- 
gine with a cruising speed of 60 
miles per hour. Top speed will 
bc80m.p.h. 


Dr. Patrick Miller, Calspan's 


principal researcher, said the 
design may become the basis 
tor the average family car of the 
1180s because of increasing 
emphasis on fuel and material 
conservation. 


Calspan did not indicate how 


much the car might cost. 
The safety or.- designed with 
•tatmce from Chrysler, was 
unveiled this wwk »t « it <5 


Department of Transportation 
hearing in Washington. 


The car is the result of a 15- 


month project to design a safety 
vehicle under a $352,000 grant 
from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, 
which is supervising a research 
safety vehicle program. 


Chrysler officials said the 


Calspan car is close to the 


•dimensions of a car Chrysler's 
French subsidiary, Simca, will 
put on the European market as 
a 1976 model this fall. 


Miller said the design places 


primary emphasis on safety 
features aimed at reducing in- 
juries, particularly in highs- 
peed crashes.' 


He said the vehicle will 


include improved front-end and 


side protection, a "soft-face" 
front end to reduce injury, 
hazards to pedestrians struck 
by cars, and relocation of the 
fuel tank to lessen the risk of 
fire.

In addition, the car has been 


designed for tires that can 
operate at low speeds if they 
flatten, thus eliminating the 
need for a spare.

As this column has noted on several 


occasions, pinpointing true cash value 


• for land, buildings, machinery :and 
equipment, inventories and so on is not 
the simple process of trading securi- 
ties on a stock exchange. For that 
reason the definition has' to follow 
somewhat configurations and inevita- 
bly will be arbitrary in some degree. 


The goal consequently has to be one 


of reasonableness. 


This is where the Commission and 


Judge Swallow, plus many others, part 
company. 


The complaint is particularly acute 


this year because the Commission is 
applying an inflation factor to the 
existing base. It says that niarket 
values in 1975 are X percentage points 
over the 1974 levels. 


Quite apparently the Commission 


has not been out and around in the 
marketplace. 


Judges are not supposed to be 


either; yet one of them displays a bet- 
ter understanding of things than the 
so-called experts. 


It is probably to much to hope for, 


but the appellate courts in ruling on 
his opinion should explore in depth the 
arcane methods by which the Com- 
mission arrives at taxable valuation.

Bond's Obstacle 


Green, Not Black 


WASHINGTON - For years 


friends of Georgia state legisla- 
tor Julian Bond have told him 
be could become the first black 
president in American history. 
Now that the man has ap- 
parently begun to believe it 
himself, he is finding that his 
prophets are without money. 
Bond himself is broke; his 
friends can contribute little. 
Thus, what could become at 
least a serious black presiden- 
tial campaign remains buried in 
an Atlanta basement, willing, 
ready but so far unable. 


Officially, Bond is an unan- 


nounced candidate. He says he 
will announce next month if he 
can find {100,000 committed to 
his cause, but that possibility at 
present looks slim. His brother 
James, double 0 seven, an 
Atlanta city councilman and 
Bond campaign director, says 
that the good news is that $3,000 
in gifts has been raised, but the 
bad news is it has all been 
spent: 
'

"We're working out of the 


basement in my mother's home. 
We've got 20 volunteers or so 
,and we're setting up people in 
some other states.; But it's dif- 
ficult because so far we're just 
raising enough money to meet 
expenses. Julian is going like 
hell, making speeches. He made 
22 just last month. But some of 
that money goes "for his own 
personal expenses,.he's got five 
kids, you know, so we're hopeful 
but not at the moment rich/' '

Bond faces' future problems, 
caused by the'newly enacted — 
and '...controversial campaign 
Jinance reform act.

.McCarthy says the act provides 
that a rich one may contribute 
up to $50,000 to his own 
camapaign, whereas an unrich 
candidate has to do without such 
personal generosity. Since a 
nonwealthy candidate cannot 
legally solicit this one lump 
(50,000 from another source (the 
law prohibits outside gifts in 
excess 
of 
(2,000 
to 
any 


presidential campaigner), he 
obviously has at least this subs- 
tantial disadvantage. 


Besides, this, the Bond people 


point out, the portion of the new 
law 
entitling 
qualified 


presidential primary candidates 
to receive matching funds for 
every private dollar raised, also 
benefits the rich more than 
anyone else. Since the govern- 
ment will match private in- 
dividual donations up to $250, 
and since a rich candidate is 
more likely to have more donors 
able to give $290, his chances of 
getting more matching funds 
far exceed the campaigner who 
relies mostly on $1 to $5 con- 
tributions.

Congress Waiting 


For Sky To Fall 


WASHINGTON - Why is the 


House of Reprsentatives having 
so much difficulty enacting an 
energy package that would raise 
the Federal gasoline tax and 
impose other measures to con- 
serve fuel? 


Congressmen and women are 


back in their home districts this 
week seeking guidance, and 
perhaps they will return from 
their holiday with new insight 
and purpose. 
Then, again, 


perhaps they will come back as 
confused as they appeared to 
have been when they left after 
hastily postponing a vote on 
energy legislation. 


•; ft would be easy to make 
sweeping generalizations from 
the current House performance, 
and some of them might even be 
true. The energy crisis is so 
complicated, not .everybody is 
even convinced that one exists. 
The House Democratic majority 
lacks powerfur'leadership, and 
Congress as. anfinstltution is a 
rather decrepit old thing. Poli- 
ticians never.take dramatic 
steps unless the sky is falling, 
and'it is only clouded over at the 


But Congressional reluctance 


to face up to the'energy problem 
also has a simpler explanation. 


A majority of Congressmen 


and women are grappling now 
with the politically sensitive is- 
sue of a major tax increase for 
the first time in their national 
careers, The 
turnover 
in 


Congress in recent years has 
been so enormous that 238 out of' 
the 435 members were elected in 
1988 or later. 


And the energy measure, as 


proposed by the House Way; 
and 
Means 
Committee, 


represents the first important 
tax boost to be put before 
Congress since these new 
members arrived. 


A tax increase is a punful 


thing, no matter what tu pur- 
pose or necessity. Hence, the 
Democratic Haute leadership 
postponed a vote on a bill last 
week before adjourning for a 
long Memorial Day holiday, out 
of fear that otberwlae it might 
have own killed.

an additional three cents per 
gallon tax on gasoline, provided 
a standby additional gasoline 
tax of 20 cents per .gallon to be 
'determined by consumption 
standards, and imposed 
a 


graduated tax, beginning in 
1978, on new automobiles which 
fall below certain fuel mileage 
standards. 


Although 
international 


complications make the energy 
crisis difficult for ordinary ci- 
tizens to comprehend, Congres- 
sional passage of the measure 
worked out by Ways and Means, 
which is scarcely a radical 
committee, would seem to be 
the responsible course.

But action is fraught with 


political danger and it is so easy 
to do nothing. If energy condi- 
tions worsen, part of the buck; 
can be passed on to President 
Ford (who, of course, is already 


~ trying to pass it on to Congress). 


And,the public displays no ur- 
gent concern about energy, 
telling 
pollsters 
that 
the 


depressed economy and other 
issues are more important. Nor 
do voters show any inclination 
to make personal sacrifices for 
the sake of conversation, such 
as paying more for gasoline. 


The new legislators on Capitol 


Hill are generally younger, 
more- 
progressive; 
more 


independent and more respon- 
sive to. a broad constituency 
than were their aging predeces- 
sors. But many of them, par- 
ticularly this year's freshmen, 
also represent-marginal dis- 
tricts in which their victories 
we due as much to the poli- 
tical upheaval spawned by the 
Nixon dimes as to their own 
charms.

Delivery Project, said the 
physicians supply more than 50 
per cent of the treatment given 
at the prison 
He said no 


payments have been received 
•since January. 


He said the project is the only 


one of its kind in the nation. 


Harness made his comments 


about withdrawal of services to 
Perry Johnson, director of the 
Department of Corrections, and 
to Sen. Earl Nelson, chairman 
=of the Senate Appropriations 
"Committee. 


A House bill appropriating 


funds for health care at the 
prison currently is reported 
stalled in the Senate. Correc- 
tions department funds to pay 
for medical services ran out 
last December. 


About 40 doctors in the 500- 


member association are in- 
volved in the project, according 
to Harness, who says the as- 
sociation was asked to help at 
the prison when the department- 
was unable to fill five fulltime 
positions. 


Budget approval came after 


a public hearing attended only 
by commission members.. 


Included in the budget were

/Veto Override Expected 


• WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford's veto of a $5.3-billion 
program designed to create 900,000 jobs will bo overridden by 
Congress, House Speaker Carl Albert indicates. "The Congress 
will not allow the President's negative action to scuttle this job- 
producing legislation," Albert said Thursday after the White 
House announced Ford's veto. The antirecession measure included 
authorizations for $1.6 billion for public sen ice jobs, $485 million 
for summer youth jobs, S440 million for construction and repair of 
federal buildings around the country, $385 million for small 
business loans and $325 million for speedup of flood control, 
reclamation and rivers and harbors projects. 


Warren Panel Not Told Of Plot 


, WASHINGTON (AP) — The CIA and the Justice Department 
withheld information about CIA involvement in attempts to as- 
sassinate Fidel Castro from members of the Warren Commission 
investigating President John F. Kennedy's death, according to 
knowledgeable sources. Two former officials of the Central In- 
telligence Agency who acknowledged that the Warren Commission 
never was told about a 1961 plot on the Cuban premier's life in- 
sisted that no conscious decision was made to withhold the infor- 
mation. Instead, they contend it never occurred to anyone at the 
CIA that the Kennedy assassination could have been ordered by 
Castro in retaliation for U.S.-sponsored attempts on his life. 


Beame Unveils Budget 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mayor Abraham D. Beame, with scathing 


denunciations of Republican lawmakers and Wall Street bankers, 
has announced an $11.89 billion "shock therapy" budget that he 
says will cut 51,000 employes from the city payroll by June 30. In 
addition to the 13,782 dismissals Beame already had ordered, the 
new 1975-76 "crisisievel" budget called for layoffs of another 
37,315 city employes. One of every three policemen and sanitation 
workers and one of every five firemen will be fired. Workers in 
.education, health, transportation, housing, parks and municipal 
government are also marked for dismissal. 


Refugee Sponsors Fading 


';WASHINGTON (AP) — Offers from prospective sponsors of 
Vietnamese and Cambodian refugees have dropped sharply, and 
some officials believe it may be a year or more before 
resettlement of the refugees is complete. Resettlement officials 
say a reported delay caused by security checks of the refugees is 
slowing the pace of relocation while the decline in the number of 
sponsors poses more delays in the future. These officials say the 
delay is likely to keep thousands of refugees on Guam through the 
summer typhoon season and could force the opening of more 
refugee camps on the U.S. mainland. 


Brezhnev May Retire 


i BRUSSELS (AP) — Leaders of the North Atlantic Alliance are 
getting reports from Moscow that suggest Leonid I. Brezhnev, the 
No. 1 man in the Soviet Union, will retire next year. That is 
believed to be the chief reason why the Soviet government is 
pushing so hard for a 34-nation summit conference on European 
security in September. It will officially recognize the Soviet sphere 
of influence in Eastern Europe, and Brezhnev wants it as the 
crowning achievement of his career. Expectations of Brezhnev's 
withdrawal from public life appear to be based on circumstantial 
evidence, hints and suggestions. No visiting Western leader has 
been told outright the Communist party chief is on his way out.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The wife of a deceased municipal 


policeman or fireman would continue to receive 60 per cent of her 
husband's pension under a bill approved by the House and sent to 
'the governor. The bill, approved 103-0 and sent to the governor, 
also would use a new formula increasing the size of pensions and 
the cost to the municipalities that offer them.

Court Bars U.S. Beef-Grading Changes 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — A federal judge has ruled that the U.S. 


Department of Agriculture cannot change the way it grades the 
nation's beef. U.S. District Court Judge Robert V. Denney, issuing 
a permanent injunction against the USDA Thursday, called the 
proposed regulations "arbitrary, capricious, an abuse of discre- 
tion or otherwise not in accordance with law." 


He ruled the department failed to say adequately what economic 


impact the changes would have and improperly tied quality 
grading to yield grading, or the amount of usable meat a carcass 
will yield. The proposed changes would have lowered the stan- 
dards for fat marbling — the tiny specks of fat through red meat 
felt to be the best indicator of how tasty, tender and juicy beef will 
be. This would have allowed some cattle now graded "good" to 


move up to "choice," and some "choice'' animals to get a 
"prime" grade.

Consumer groups charged that the proposed standards would 


have meant retailers could charge the same amount of money for 
inferior meat, and meat packers said the new regulations would 
increase their costs.

will be unloaded from a German 
freighter Saturday, as the city 
prepares to reinstitute a down- 
town trolley run along once- 
stylish Washington Boulevard.

brainchild of architect and city 
planner Alex Pollack, whose 
brash designs brighten many 
old downtown structures. 


Pollack hopes the street car 


will attract people to the down- 
town area.

visitors to the area. 


"They are .Historical and 


educational as well as func- 
tional," he said. 


The cars were built in the late 


1800s in SL Louis and have been 
fully' restored. They are painted 
red and white and have oak and 
mahogany interiors. And, ac- 
cording to Pollack, there's "lots 


of brass." 


Although the cars were built 


in the United States, they were 
purchased in Lisbon. 


When Detroit first began 


looking for trolleys three years 
ago there were no cars available 
anywhere in the nation, Pollack 
said. But Lisbon was moderniz- 
ing its transit system and 
willing to sell some of its old 
cars. 


"They didn't mind selling 


them," Pollack said. 
. "They might mind now that 
they know how valuble they 
are," he added. "The value of 
the trolley is enormous. It's 
worth more than we paid for it. 
It's an antique as well as a 
functional item."

Covered by the bill are 


misrepresenting goods, false 
advertising, 
making 
false 


statements about price reduc- 
tions and other deceptive trade 
practices. 


The attorney general and all 


local prosecutors would be able 
to seek injunctions against 
violators of the act. The attor- 
ney general and all private ci- 
tizens also could sue for 
damages, including class action 
lawsuits. 


Persistent violators of the act 


could be fined up to J25.000, and 
anyone violating an injunction 
could be fined up to $5,000. 


A person 
could recover 


damages up to $200 in a lawsuit 
over deceptive trade practices. 


The Senate reduced penalties 


for violating an injunction from 
$10,000 as originally drafted to 
$5,000; and for disclosing cer- 
tain confidential information or 
obstructing an investigation, 
from $5,000 to $2,500. 


However, the Senate also res- 


tored the higher penalty of 
$25,000 for violation of the act 
ilsclf, after the penalty had been 
cut to $15,000 on the Senate 
floor.

Hayes said Thursday Judge 


Elliott's own behavior was 
bizarre.

Hayes was fit to continue his 
defense. 


At one point, Hayes accused 


the victim's widower of the 
murder, the high court said. 


The State Bar Grievance 


Board suspended Hayes for 90 
days in 1973 for his behavior at 
the trial. 


Retrial was ordered on a 3-2 


opinion, with Chief Justice 
Thomas Giles Kavanagh and 


v Justice Charles Levin joined on 


a single opinion and Justice G. 
Mermen Williams writing a 
separate affirmative opinion. 
Dissenting were Justices Mary 
Coleman and John Fitzgerald, 
who said Haves' behavior did 
not ultimately deprive Strodder 
of a fair trial.

Fulbright Still Not Sure 
Blacks Should Vote 


.LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


Former Arkansas Sen. J.W. 
Fulbright expressed doubts in a 
interview about whether ensur- 
ing blacks the right to vote was 
the right decision. 


Fulbright, a Democrat, dis- 


cussed his civil rights stands 
during a review of his legisla- 
tive career on Little Rock 
television station KTHV on 
Wednesday night The program 
was filmed after Fulbright was 
defeated for re-election by Gov. 
Dale Bumpers. 


James Craig, KTHV manag- 


tag;editor, quoted a statement 
made by Fulbright during his 
first political race in 1942: "I am 
noVfor Negro participation in 
our primary elections and I do 
not approve of social equality." 


Fulbright responded that the 


quote was the "conventional 


wisdom of my state" under the 
conditions that existed at the 
time. But he said he now ac- 
cepts the decision 
of the 


majority on civil rights as the 
law of the land. 


Asked if giving blacks the 


right to vote was the correct 
decision, Fulbright said, "I 
guess so." Then he amended 
that to "I'm not too sure." 


In the 1940s and 1950s that was_ 


the "most explosive question iif 
my state ahd most of the 
South," Fulbright said. "I 
believed then ... that the 
approach of education, help, 
upgrading the capacity of the 
black people to play a sig- 
nificant rote in our society was 
the proper approach, rather 
than passage of bills which said 
they were equal, without any 
adequate preparation for that 


role." 


Fulbright, chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, was considered a liberal 
on foreign policy matters and 
was a sharp critic of adminis- 
tration policies in Vietnam. 
However, he usually voted with 
other Southern senators on civil 
rights. 


Craig asked Fulbright about 


his signing .of the Southern 
Manifesto 
in 1956, 
which 


declared opposition to the 1954 
Supreme Court decision ruling 
separate but equal public school 
facilities unconstitutional. 


"I was the representative of a 


state with'a clear majority of 
people who were against the • 
civil rights bills... and they had 
demonstrated that not only in

WFL Creditors Settlement 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Creditors of the old World Foot-. 
ball League have been offered a 
settlement on outstanding debts 
that will pay them 1J£ per cent 
of the new league's gross 
revenues for the next 12 years. 


WFL President Chris Hem- 


meter, in a telephone interview 
from his New York office, said 
Thursday the offer was made to 
creditors even though the ;new 
league has no legal respon- 
sibility to pay off such outs- 
tanding debts. ' 


However, the new league is on 


more firm financial ground than 
was the WFL of 1974, he said, 
and "our plan is to pay off the 


debts of the old league. The only 
: reason we made this offer was 
to create ah:environment in 
which-a new league can survive. 


"We don't haw any legal res- 


ponsibility to those creditors," 
Hemrteter said, "We don't have 
to offer them anything but we 
feel that to develop this league 
in the future... we might have a 
credibility problem." 


Hernmeter said the plan is 


based" on financial projections 
that he termed "conservative 
but realistic.'.' He said the 
league would have "a weighted 
average of 18 teams with a 
weighted average of »4 million 


per team over the next 12 years.

; The Food Inspection division 
fof the Michigan Department of 
.'Agriculture won't make inspec- 
Mors available for free to the 
CBenton Harbor Fruit Market 
•this year. Also, plans call for a 
^Saturday market this season. 
; On another front, the market 
board has voted to stop adver- 
tising in big out-of-state news- 
papers and cut the market's 
advertising costs from $16,000 
to about $1,000. 


In years past the inspection 


division made one or two men 
available at the market to 
handle inspection of fruits and 
vegetables, according to Carl 
Johnson, regional supervisor.

increase. He estimated that the 
market would have to spend 
about $240 a week 19 keep men" 
on hand. 


Benton Harbor City Manager 


Charles Morrison explained the 
cut in advertising funds by 
saying

increase business last year. 
Last year the city paid $8,000 
for advertising the market. 
This figure was matched by the 
slate for a total expenditure of

Corn Is In 


Well Ahead

By May 25, about 90 per cent 


of this year's intended corn 
acreage had been planted, ac- 
cording to Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials. Last year on the 
same date about 75 per cent was 
planted, and normal progress 
for May 25 is 79 per cent. 


Although corn must grow and 


mature for the next five months, 
the progress made by farmers 


. in planting the 1975 crop is in 
sharp contrast to problems the 
past two seasons when rain- 
swept fields delayed seedings, 
washed out fields and in general 
reduced yields.

released Wednesday, said corn 
planting in the important north 
central area was 91 per cent 
completed by May 25, far ahead 
of last year. 
:;'"Pianting 
was 
virtually 


complete in Iowa; 96 per cent 
ffnished in Illinois; 95 per cent 
in Ohio; and 90 per cent in In- 
diana, Kansas and Nebraska," 
the report said. 
.4"All states in this region were 
ahead of both the 1974 level and 
the average except in Nebraska 
where planting was 95 per cent 
complete in 1974." 
ftThe report said favorable 
gather also boosted soybean 
plantings to about 50 per cent 
completed by May 25, compared 
ijith 30 per cent last year and 
the normal 36 per cent! 
'.Other spring-planted crops, 
.including sorghum and cotton, 
showed good progress • by late 
May, officials said. Spring 
wheat planting which had. 
lagged severely earlier was

Big Grain 
Crop May 
Depress 
Prices 


If farmers stick with their 


March 1 plans to plant 122 
million acres of feed grains, 
normal weather could bring a 
crop worth less per bushel than 
1974's crop. 


This prediction is made in 


"The Feed Situation," a report 
issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture's 
Economic Research service. 


With good weather, farmers 


could harvest from 205 to 229 
million tons of feed grains this 
season. A crop within that 
range would replenish stocks,- 
which now stand roughly one- 
quarter below last year's mark. 


The 1975 corn crop could total 


between 5.7 and 6.4 billion 
bushels. Production in that 
range could lead grain prices 
below present levels, the report 
states. In early May, No. 2 
yellow corn brought $2.80 a 
bushel at Chicago, compared to 
$3.74 a bushel last October.. 


Last year's crop amounted to 


165 million tons, a poor showing 
due to poor weather. Yet feed 
grain prices have fallen over 
the past half year, the report 
pointed out, partly because 
farmers cut use by feeding 
fewer animals.

American Electric Power Co. — 
and its customers, the commis- 
sion said. 


Whether there will be a 


second phase, and how much it 
should cost, will be determined 
by the initial review. 


It is the first time ever in In- 


diana that a public utility has 
been ordered by the state to 
submit to a management study, 
although similar action has 
been taken in other states. 


PSC Chairman Larry 
J. 


Wallace said depending on 
results of the study, I&M may 
be allowed later to recover the 
cost from its customers. 


"We're 
doing 
something 


we've never done before, and we 
want to leave ourselves as much 
flexibility as possible," he said. 


"There has been a great lack 


of confidence by the public in 
I&M. If the study finds that they 
are operating efficiently, it 
should help bolster confidence 
and make rate increases more 
acceptable to the public." 


Wallace said results of the 


study will be used for informa- 
tion purposes only. To punish a 
utility for mismanagement or 
inefficiency by fixing rates 
lower than needed to operate 
would impair its ability to 
provide service and therefore 
punish the customer, Wallace 
said. 


If mismanagement is found, 


the report alone should put 
pressure on stockholders to 
correct the situation, Wallace 
added.

"Many patients are moved to 


litigate because they are dissa- 
tisfied with the outcome of 
medical treatment and have 
been frustrated in their efforts 
to obtain either explanations, 
advice, or even a sympathetic 
ear, much less redress." 


What might be included in an 


effective bst of Patients' Rights 
that would really help solve the 
malpractice crisis? 


A provocative rundown is in a

decisions about your health 
care, to know when a treatment 
is experimental, what your 
choices are and to have a 
realistic evaluation of your 
risks. 


— To toe best and most 


prompt care available, no mat- 
ter who is paying your bill, to an 
explanation of your bill — and 
immediate , attention in an 
emergency. 


— To know the name and 


qualifications of anyone treating 
you and to an interpreter if you 
do not speak English. 


— To any information in your 


medical record, to take a copy of 
your record home, including X- 
rays, and to check your doctor's 
diagnosis with a specialist 


— To refuse any particular 


drug or medical procedure, to 
leave a hospital at any time if 
you sign a statement that you 
are leaving against your doc- 
tor's advice, or to stay until a 
thorough exam shows you are 
well enough to leave. 


— To as much privacy, both 


for yourself and your records as 
can be provided, and to visitors 
around the clock if you are a 
child or terminally 111.' 


— To the help of a patients' 


rights advocate around the 
clock — a person whose specific 
job would be to make sure that 
you get your rights as a patient 
in a hospital, nursing home, etc. 


— To the complete loyalty of 


this advocate who could be dis- 
missed only by you and who 
would participate in discussion 
of your case, have access to your 
records, really help you. 


This concept of a strong, ef- 


fective system 
of patients' 


rights as a solution to today's 
malpractice explosion is neither 
radical nor new. As Joseph V. 
Terenzio, president of the Unit- 
ed Hospital Fund of'New York, 
put it: "The issue of patients' 
rights is fast revealing itself to 
be a main theme in the rhap- 
sody 
of 
American 
health 


reform." Terenzio would fas-or, 
in addition to the rights cited 
above, strong safety programs 
in hospitals; strong Professional 
Standards Review Organiza- 
tions to monitor the quality of 
health careT education of hospi- 
tal staffs on the rights and res- 
ponsibilities of patients as well 
as practitioners. 


In Minnesota, a bill of pa- 


tients' rights has become law. 
In Massachusetts, Annas says 
the bill has a "good" chance of 
passage and could become a 
powerful 
"antidote" 
to 


malpractice suits arising out of 
the 
patients' 
feeling 
of 


powerlessness in institutions. 


Out of this crisis well may 


come a system much fairer to 
the medical, insurance, legal 
professions — and us.
